TIIIXOVA, Nov. 12.—Princo Waldomar has 


sent a telegram to tho regents oxpressin g his 
grateful sciiso of tho honor conferred upon 
him by thu sobranjo in eloetinghim princo of 
.Bulgaria. Ho states, however, that the de- 
cision n.s to his acceptance rests with his 
father, tho king of Denmark, and adds that 
otlmr duties may prevent his assuming tho 
rulership of Bulgaria. Tho prince's reply is 
considered to presage his refusal of "the 
throne. 


PESTH, Nov. ]2.—After tho election of 


Prinro IValdemur to tho Bulgarian throne, 
Wednesday, tho Austrian and German am- 
bassadors ut St. Petersburg "were instructed 
by their governments to inquire of itussia 
tho namo of the candidate sho favorod as 
Princo Alexander 
successor, if Hussia re- 


fuses to accept the election of Princo Walde- 
mar or to nominate another candidate, it 
will be considered that sho entertains designs 
against Bulgarian independence, and in this 
event England, Germany, Austria and Italy 
will urrivo ut tui understanding similar to 
tho one that existed among them ut the period 
of tlio Berlin conference. 


Princo Nicholas of 
Mingrelia, 
who is 


favored by tho czar, is a Russian subject and 
a ulembor of the orthodox Greek church. Ho 
is n son-in-law of Count Adeiberg.

said to bo willing to act-opt the post of Bul- 
garian ruler.
